grate the globe itself”. 

“At present there is a breath- 
ing space. Fighting has stop- 
fd but dangers have not atop- 
ped. If we are to form 4 
United States of Europe or 
whatever name it may take, we 
must begin now.” 


“Quivering Masses” 


Mr. Churchill , began his 
specch, which was broadcast 
overseas, with reference to the 
“quivering masscs of tormented, 
hungry,, careworn and bewil- 
dered human _ beings’ in- the 
ruined cities of Europe—this 
noble continent comprising on 
the whole the fairest and most 
cultivated reglons of the carth, 
the fountain of the Christian 
faith and Christian ethics”.

A Remedy 


“Yet all the while there is a 
remedy which if it were 
generally and spontaneously 
adopted by the great, majority 
ple in many lands would 
as if by a miracle transport the 
whole scene and would in a few 
years make all. Europe or a 
greater part of it as free and 
as happy as Switzerland is today. 


“What is that sovereign re- 
medy? It is to recreate the 
Ikuropean fabric or aa much of 
it as we can and to provide it 
with a structure under which it 
can dwell in peace, safety and 
freedom. We must form a kind 
of United States of Europe. In 
this way only will hundreds cf 
millions. be able to regnin the 
simple joys and hopes which 
make life worth living. 

“The League of Nations did 
not fail because of its principles 
or conceptions. It failed be- 
cause those principles were 
deserted by states which had 
brought it into being, because 
the government of those states 
fenred to face facts and_act 
while the time remained. This 
disaster must not be repeated. 

“I waa very glad to read in 
the newspapers a few days ago 
that my friend,.' President 
Truman, had expressed his in- 
terest and sympathy: with this 
great design: There is no rea- 
son Why a regional organtisa- 
tion of Europe should in any- 
way conflict with the | world 
organisation of the United 
Nationa.”

"The seamen’s strike is peculiar in 
one respect, in that action , is 
taken not against the employers, 
but aainst the wage — policy of 
the Government.

Tho German people 
cannot regain healthy industrial 
productivity or cqntributo to the 
recovery of Europb whilo they are 
segregated under different econ- 
omic systems, Segregation wauld 
inevitably rekindle Gorman agita- 
tion for national unity, and might 
tempt the major Powers on tho 
East and West to foster German 
unitary aspirations a5 a means of 
gaining political, or military con- 
trol over Germany.

United States pojicy, as undor- 
stood in Britain, secks to preclude 
this disastrous contingency, To 
this extent, it enjoys British sup- 
port, however clearly British 
opinion may perceive the need for 
valid safeguards against any ro- 
vival under q feder an ,Gov- 
ernment of industrial or nfilitary 
tondencics, towards German re- 
armament. ‘My Byrnea recognised 
‘that security Torces may be long 
vequired ‘in Garmany. His de- 
elagation that the United States 
will not shrink its dutics, shall not 
withdraw and will maintain part 
of the occupation force as long ns 
such a forga,may be required, is 
welcomed as a definite and binding 
pledge of responsible co-gperation 
for tho maintenance of peace in 
Europe.

Macao, Sept. 19. 

Leung Keng Tou and - three 
partners who came to Macno 
with NC$1,900,000 for the pur- 
pose of purchasing fertilizers for 
their thelda in Kin Mo, were 
taken ‘into Police, custody and 
subsequently committed for trial 
for o breach of Chinese Nation- 
al Currency Import Regulations.
